BY TBE PRESIDENT 


Transmitting the Results of Investigation ky Hilton D.

! Washington, Jan. 14—In a special 
message the president this afternoon 
transmitted to the Senate the results 
o£ the investigation into the Browns- 
ville affray, by Hon. Milton D. Purdy. 
assistant to,the attorney general, and 
Major Augustus P. Elocksom of the 
inspector general's department of the 
"United States army, together 
with 


Secretary 
of War 
Taft's 
reports 


thereon. 


The testimony taken by Purdy and 


Major Blocksom at BrownsviTe, -<^id 
other 
points 
covers 
200 printed, 


pages. 
In the president's opinion it 


thoroughly substantiates the charge 
that, the "shooting up" of the town 
was done by soldiers of the 25th' in- 
fantry, and justifies his action in dis- 
missing the three companies. 


In this connection the president lit- 


erally "delivers the goods," for along 
with the message he sent to the Sen- 
ate the empty Springfield rfles, caps, 
and bullets gathered on the scene of 
the rioting. A noteworthy feature of 
the message is the president's frank 
admission, that he erred 
in barring 


the discharged soldiers from future 
civil employment in the government. 
Having found that such action "lack- 
ed in validity," he announces that he 
has revoked that portion of the order 
of the discharge. 


The message reads, in part, as fol- 


lows: 


"In my message 
to the

Portland, Ind., Jan. 14—Taking 


for his text, "Thou shalt not kill," 
Rev. Frederick G. Strickland, 
deliv- 


ered a scathing denudation of Presr 
ident Roosevelt before his congrega- 
tion Sunday. The basis for the at- 
tack is a section of the message of 
the governor of Idaho 
to the state 


legislature, defining his course in the 
recent mining trouble. 


"Our chief 
executive," 
said the 


speaker, "is rapidly combining legis- 
lative, judicial and- executive 
func 


tions and administering 
them from 


the White House. 
These digressions 


might be overlooked, but what shall 
we say when a 
president 
reaches 


across the continent, tries men ac- 
cused of crime by -weighing the evi- 
dence himself, 
thousands 
of miles 


away, an condemns 
them to death, 


Such in effect is his expression to 
Governor Gooding of Idaho. 
The in- 


cident has no parallel 
in American 


history. 
In the name of God I de- 


nounce this outrage on the American 
people."

been an officer for 20 years—all with 
the purpose of discrediting the negro 
troops. The suggestion is on its face 
so ludicrously impossible that it is 
difficult to treat it as honestly made. 
This theory supposes that the asssail- 
ants succeeded in obtaining the uni- 
form of the negro soldiers; that be- 
fore starting on their raid they got 
over the fence of the fort 
unchal- 


lenged and without discovery by the 
negro troops, opened fire on the town 
from within the fort; that they black- 
ened their faces, so that at least 14 
eye witnesses mistook them for ne- 
groes, and they disguised their voices 
so that'at least six witnesses, who 
heard them 
speak, 
mistook 
them 


voices as being those of negroes.

Springfield rifles, for the ammunition 
which they used was of the Spring- 
field rifle and no other,,and could not 
have been used in any gun in Texas

four men comprising the crew were 
drowned, and her cargo is a total loss. 
The tug Vulkan went to the assistanco 
of the stranded vessel and, passing 
closely to her, the crew of the Peng- 
Wern threw a live dog and a bundle of 
clothes aboard the tug, but disregard- 
ed the appeals to jump into the water 
so that they might be rescued. The 
Vulkan made repr'at"d attempts to 
reach the Pengwern, but a heavy sea 
broke over -her and she disappeared 
from view. 


The Pengwprn was a three masted 


Iron ship o° l.fi-JS t-ons. She was built 
at Greenock in 1832 and was owned 
at Liverpool by the Pengwern Ship- 
ping company.

AMES M'CREA, the new president 


of the Pennsylvania railroad sys- 
tem, is emphatically the mau in 
whom the widest human inter- 


est centers just now. By his election 
to succeed the late Alexander J. Cas- 
eatt he becomes the ruler of the rail- 
way realm which has reached the high- 
est point'of legitimate'power and effi- 
ciency in the world. No doubt Presi- 
dent MeCrea, who is' democratic and 
modest, would object to the title of 
"railroad king," and yet there are plen- 
ty of actual monarchs who possess 
less authority and are of very much 
less importance In this modern world 
than this American citizen. 


The jMcCrea realm embraces more 


than ,11,000 miles of lines, including 
railways, ferries and canals. According 
to the latest annual report 126,084,223 
passengers were carried during the 
year. Figured in another way, this 
means that 3,075,402,876 passengers 
were carried a single mile. The sys- 
tem moved 833,011,237 tons of freight, 
or by a similar manipulation 'of figures 
It moved 29,503,147,362 tons one mile. 
The gross income of the great realm 
was $266,069,597. For administering or 
»peratlng this realm the sum of $192,- 
100,348 %-as spent. The net earnings 
for the year were therefore $73,969,349. 


This democratic monarch has con- 


trol, according to the latest available 
figures, of 6,045 locomotives, 5,247 pas- 
senger coacbes, 218,595 freight "cars, 34 
-ferryboat's, '33: steamboats and other 
vessels, making up a floating fleet of 
8TO. Snowplows, hand cars and other 
small fry of rolling stock amount ta 
8,166. 


Add to this showing the fact that the 


Pennsylvania is of vital importance to 
the development of a dozen great 
states and to the industries of a scoro 
of large cities, including New York, 
Che metropolis 'of the new world and 
the financial and commercial center ot 
the whole world. Add again the fact 
that .this system now has in New
